HEALTH ANGLE OF THRIFT 
I t is often said of a p erson th a t he or she is 
thrifty . Im m ediately we think of th a t p erson 
who m ak es g ood u se of money and m aterial p os­ 
sessions. Bu t th a t does not by any m eans con­ 
stitu te all there is to thrift. 
Conserv ation of ou r p hy sical forces — health 
th rift — is ju st as essential. 
Forty -tw o million g ainfu lly emp loy ed m en and 
women of the United States in norm al times, 
hav e been com p u ted to lose the labor of one 
million of their fellow work men each y ear from 
sick ness, a loss equ al to 300,000,000 work ing day s 
annu ally . The ratio is the sam e reg ardless of 
the nu m ber emp loy ed a t any g iv en time. 
It has also been estim ated th a t the tim e lost 
ev ery y ear to the nation throu g h sick ness of its 
work ers is three tim es g reater th an all of the 
work ing day s g ained annu ally throu g h im m i­ 
g ration. 
These millions of day s lost throu g h illness are 
in addition to 227,000,000 work ing day s the United 
States dep artm ent of ag ricu ltu re estim ates are 
lost annu ally throu g h indu strial accidents on the 
basis of norm al em p loy m ent conditions. 
Statisticians hav e not been able to check the 
dollars lost in wag es annu ally becau se of sick ­ 
ness. bu t inasm u ch as the wag e loss from indu s­ 
trial accidents ex ceeds $1,000,000,000, the finan­ 
cial loss from sick ness m u st be far in ex cess of 
th a t su m. 
Ev en health th rift is related to financial th rift, 
becau se sick ness cau ses loss of tim e w hich is 
w orth money . 
Mu ch ill health is the resu lt of carelessness. 
G u ard the reserv oir of y ou r p hy sical streng th as 
y ou wou ld y ou r home or y ou r life’s sav ing s. 
Men of strong v itality are tem p ted to ov erdo 
becau se they are by natu re energ etic. An o u t­ 
standing American once boasted th a t he work s 
alm ost continu ally , w ith the ex cep tion of abou t 
fou r hou rs for sleep . 
* 
There can be nothing bu t adm iration for a 
m an of this sort, bu t sooner or later natu re will 


refu se to be abu sed. Collap se is inev itable and 
the m an’s u sefu lness will be ov er y ears before 
it wou ld hav e been, had he observ ed tem p erate 
habits, and this was tru e in his case. 
W hen y ou think of th rift, th in k in term s of 
health as well as w ealth, becau se there can be 
no real th rift th a t does not inclu de care of the 
health. 


THE COUNTY AGRICULTURAL AGENT 
There was a tim e when the cou nty ag ricu l­ 
tu ral ag ent was n o t reg arded as essential. In 
th a t day , farm ers look ed u p on him w ith su sp i­ 
cion, becau se of his new -fang led ideas. M any 
thou g ht he was g oing to try to tell them som e­ 
thing different abou t farm: work , when they 
were following the p ractices handed down from 
g enerations back which they deemed th e best. 
Gradu ally the attitu de of the farm er chang ed 
lintil he b^g an to v iew the cou nty ag ent as an 
integ ral p art of the farm p rog ram , a necessary 
asset in intellig ent ag ricu ltu re dev elop m ent. 
There is one dang er in the situ ation, howev er. 
The tendency ex ists to tak e u p too m u ch of the 
cou nty ag ent’s tim e w ith org anizations p rom ot­ 
ing p rodu ction, m ark eting or social activ ities 
am ong the farm ers. 
This is not the real du ty of the cou nty ag ent, 
and the p u rp ose of establishing and m aintaining 
this ag ency in ru ral com m u nities will be de­ 
feated if farm ers lose sig ht of the larg er field for 
the cou nty ag ent. 
He is essentially a teacher and his work is ed­ 
u cational in character. He is a p u blic official, 
rep resenting the state colleg e of ag ricu ltu re and 
the United States D ep artm ent of Ag ricu ltu re. 
His du ties lie along ex tension lines, ra th e r th a n 
in org anization ex ecu tiv e work , and the sooner 
farm ers ap p reciate this fact, ju st th a t m u ch 
sooner will they realize g reater benefits, becau se 
reliev ed from tediou s org anization work , the 
cou nty ag ent will be enabled to distribu te more 
help fu l inform ation in all fields of farm work , 
which is his real fu nction.

Chairman Harriso n 
(D., Miss.), of the senate com­ 
mittee, said the d eficiency wou ld 
hav e to be met and ind icated he 
had fo u nd a way . 
Harriso n wou ld no t d iscu ss his 
p lan. It was u nd ersto o d , how­ 
ev er, that it was no t the new 
lev y of p rocessing tax es on com­ 
mo d ities that Presid ent Roose­ 
v elt su ggested as the means of 
raising the temp o rary rev enu e.
